where he remained till the 19th of this inſtant Novem, 
being Wedneſday, from whence he was carried to the 
Kings Bar in Weſtminſter Hall , and there arraigned 
for preaching malicioufly and traiterouſly againſt the life 
ond ſafes of our 5 overaign Lord the King, and againſt the 

eace and Gover nmewt of the whole R ealm,&ce. But this is 
obſeryable,that upon his coming tothe Bar, and being 
commanded to bold wp his hand, according to the ancient 
Law of Evgland, he yielded obedience thereunto, but 
with his Glove on, whichthe Court perceiving, he was 
commanded to pull it off, ſaying, That be be d up his hand as
